Historical Sketches 


Of Pioneer Herds that have left a 
Lasting Influence on the Breed in 
America.......the Pierces of Illinois 


Ota I Citta 


In these short stories of some of the early herds of promin- 
ence in the United States, I am going to skip, at least for the 
time being, some which, if taken in order of their founding, 
would come before the one which is the topic of our present 
discussion and which, in my opinion, is unique in its position 
amongst the Aberdeen-Angus herds of our land. For example, 
it is not only one of the pioneer herds but is the only one of them 
which is still in existence. It is also, as far as my knowledge goes, 
one of the very few herds being operated by the third generation 
of the family that founded it. 

There are many herds in Britain that have been passed on for 
many successive generations, but, it is to be regretted, there are 
not many in our country. . 

The Pierce herd which for a great many years has been known 
as the Woodlawn herd was established in 1883 by the late B. R. 
Pierce who was born on a farm in New York State, of English 
and Scotch ancestry. His son, Stanley, told me not long ago that 
his father, at an early age, was a School teacher and later on be- 
came a carpenter, but that all the time he had a natural love for 
farming and live stock raising and as a result as soon as possible 
after he came to Illinois as a young man, he rented a small farm 
and a few years later purchased an 80 acre farm. To this, as time 
went on, additions were made until finally his land holdings in- 
cluded a great many acres of rich Olga County land about eighty 
miles directly west of Chicago. And this is the land which com- 
prises beautiful Woodlawn farm upon which the Woodlawn herd 
of today is maintained. 

Stanley has also told me that before taking up Aberdeen-Angus 
his father had bred Shorthorns. 
The first Aberdeen-Angus cattle he 
saw, however attracted him to the 
extent that he got some at the first 
opportunity. His initial purchase

dam of the champions, Gay Lad and Lucis 
Estill. 

Mr. Pierce had really become an Aber. 
deen-Angus enthusiast by this time and be. 


gan a diligent search for some of the best 
animals available, some were secured fron 
the herd of Honorable M. H. Cochrane, of Canada, including Beare 
of Hillhurst 3954, by Paris 3d 1163. But it was at the Judge Johy 
S. Goodwin and R. C. Auld sale at Omaha, Nebraska, on July 2. 
1887, that the animals which started the herd on the road to fame 
were secured. These animals some of which subsequently mage 
history were added to the already choice Pierce collection, amongst 
them was Antelope of Turlington, ancestress of the Woodlawn An- 
telopes which have produced many show yard winners in other 
herds and to this day specimens of this family are making head 
lines in show reports. Although the Woodlawn herd has been r- 
sponsible for many famous females, its greatest claim to a high 
place in American Aberdeen-Angus History centers around the 
great bulls which it has used and which it has_ produced, 
I cannot think of any herd that has been more influential in 
the sphere of great sires. Among the earliest of these was Wel- 
a imported by Estill & Elliott, the subject of our last 
sketch. 


Wellington was an unusually prepotent sire and he was noted 
for both the uniform excellence of his get and the particularly out- 
standing individuality of quite a number of them. Young Welling- 


ton, champion bull at the Columbian Exposition was one of these. | 
Other bulls sired by Wellington headed a number of the most prom- | 


inent herds of that day. Both his sons and daughters had the ability 
to transmit the superior qualities of their sire, an example of this 
was the first International grand champion steer, Advance, whos 
mother was a daughter of Wellington and the dam of the sire of 
Advance, was also by Wellington.

Judge 
and Mrs. H. Hamilton Hackney, owners of 
Cold Saturday Farm, at Finksburg, Mary- 
land, are to be congratulated upon their 
happiness derived from producing, fitting 
and showing the young bull Anoka’s Re- 
ater C. S. to the junior and grand cham- 
pionship at the 1942 Maryland State Fair 
held at Timonium where Judge Dale Fletch- 
er had little difficulty in selecting this 
splendid youngster as the one best suited 
to wear the royal purple rosette. 
Truly he is a great youngster, smooth,

clean cut, typey, deep of body, thick, good 
headed, short necked, stylish, wide and 
standing on short legs, showing supreme 
quality and fleshing. He has every right 
to be just that. Study his tabulation shown 
on this page. Note first that he has for 
dam, Anoka Barbara 2d who had quite some 
show record, having stood second in class 
at the 1937, 1938, 1939 and 1940 Chicago 
Internationals. 

The sire of her dam is by the Internation- 
al grand champion Envious Marshall 3d. 
The maternal sire Burgess Marshall B. is a 
son of Imp. Maid of Bummers a champion 
in the old country as was her dam. The 
grandam of Anoka’s Repeater C. S. is Bar- 
bara M. of Anoka, who was a daughter of 
the Canadian champion Blackbird Bandolier 
of Page, who produced an _ International 
grand champion son. Barbara M. of Anoka 
was the 1933 International junior champion 
and she produced the 1936 International 
junior champion, Anoka Barbara. 


Besides being the sire of Jock of Wheat- 
land who sired Anoka’s Repeater C. S., the 
bull Repeater of Wheatland sired the unde- 
feated first prize two year old of 1938, Es- 
tamere. The Chimera family were cham- 
pions all over the country. Blackcap Revo- 
lution was the International grand cham- 
pion son of Earl Marshall, who produced six 
International grand champions; and Black- 
cap Revolution himself produced three In- 
ternational grand champion sons. So then, 
what’s in the blood must come out. Anoka’s 


Repeater C. S. surely was cast in a cham- 
pionship die. 


The writer well remembers the time and 
the occasion when both the sire and the dam 
of Anoka’s Repeater C. S. were purchased 
by Cold Saturday Farm. Anoka Barbara 
2d was procured for a purpose; that pur- 
pose was to install in the Cold Saturday 
herd another outstanding breeding matron 
with a record, a cow that could be depended 
upon to produce something outstanding. No 
doubt considerable thought and study had 
been given her tabulation as well as the in- 
dividual herself. She seemed to be a cow 
that would make good and so the bids were 
sent across the plate until they were suffic- 
ient to claim title. 


Jock of Wheatland had not done so badly 
in the show ring. He was one of those good 
headed, low set youngsters with plenty of 
quarter, a short neck, good rib spread, a full 
heart, and he was wide, showing an abund- 
ance of fleshing ability at his age. He too 
was backed by an illustrious ancestry that 
meant he could well be depended upon to 
reproduce his good qualities. There was 
plenty of grand championship blood back of 
both of these cattle. When mated the re- 
sult in this case was Anoka’s Repeater C. 
S., smooth, déep, compact, wide, full chested 
and full at the heart and flank, short of 
neck, and a good doer.

On to Denver 


The 1943 Denver National Western Stock 
Show will hold more interest and more 
value than ever, because it is being exten- 
sively subsidized by The American Aber- 
deen-Angus Breeders’ Association with a 
view to making this important show take 
on the aspects of a real National Aberdeen- 
Angus event. January 16th to 23d will 
mean more to Aberdeen-Angus breeders 
than ever before. A purse of $4500.00 has 
been hung for the breeding classes. $575.00 
are available to the winners in the open 
steer classes. $625.00 is the amount that 
will be divided among the single steers in 
the junior feeding classes. In the carload 
division for feeder cattle another $500.00 
special is in sight. A special of $150.00 is 
waiting for the Fat Carlots. And above all 
else there is to be a real bull show. These 
bulls to be shown in groups of five for 
which a special sum of $2000.00 will be paid 
the men showing Aberdeen-Angus bulls in 
these groups. As the Journal understands 
these five bull groups will be shown in the 
yards, separate and apart from the breed- 
ing classes on the hill. Secretary Tomhave 
is anxious that a fine five bull showing be 
made. These should be top bulls, such as 
the range men in the inter-mountain area 
can buy and take home with them to pro- 
duce top feeding steers. Exhibitors should 
remember that the men operating in that 
area are good cattle judges and that. it will 
require good bulls to meet their needs. 

That the breeding show will be the great- 
est ever held in Denver is a foregone con- 
clusion. That’s the country in which to 
show our cattle. That’s the country where 
good Aberdeen-Angus bulls will prove as 
profitable or more so than any other breed. 
The ability of Aberdeen-Angus cattle to 
take to the range is being demonstrated 
more and more every day. Denver should 
develop into a bull market that will con- 
sume a thousand or more good bulls each 
Denver show time, and it will do just that 
if we see to it that nothing but the right 
sort of bulls are entered in these shows. 

Lets all go to Denver. There will be some 
purple ribbons out there that should look 
good hanging in the Aberdeen-Angus allies.

What About It? 


With the ever increasing demand for bet- 
ter Aberdeen-Angus cattle eminating from 
every corner of the beef cattle growing sec- 
tions of the United States it behooves every 
breeder to do his best in the way of im- 
proving his own individual herd through 
the use of better bulls. This applies to 
registered as well as commercial cattle 
breeders throughout the land. That breed- 
ers generally throughout the nation have 
been giving the bull end of their breeding 
programs the most careful consideration is 
evidenced by the increased number of out- 
standing cattle that have been sold the past 
‘year through both public auctions and 
through private treaty sales. 

We have been rather emphatic for years 
concerning the matter of correcting faults 
in breeding herds. While this has been done 
in considerable measure there still is room 
for a great deal of attention on the part of 
breeders. For instance it has been our 
pleasure to visit quite a good number of 
fat steer shows this fall, most of them Jun- 
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ior feeding projects. To say that we have 
been sadly disappointed in many of the 
specimens still coming through these feed- 
ing programs is putting it mildly. While 
there is an effort to deepen the bodies and 
shorten the necks and straighten the lines, 
the more difficult feat of lengthening and 
deepening and widening the rear quarters 
need a heap more consideraticn. It is not 
enough that the beast should carry a wealth 
of flesh over the back and the ribs and well 
down over the tail head—the quarter below 
should have still more attention. Flesh is 
not sufficient. We want meat and lots of 
it. Our government needs it and will need 
it for some time to come. Above all our 
breed needs it if we are to maintain the top 
position we have so hard earned in the na- 
tional and district as well as minor shows 
of this country. Legs are not good eating, 
but a long, deep, full quarter is a valuable 
asset to any well turned beef animal. 

Heads don’t count for much on the na- 
tional menu, nevertheless they are impor- 
tant. They are not alone attractive when 
well made, but they indicate the ability of 
the animal to convert his feed into profit- 
able dollars for the feeder, the producer, 
and in turn for the breeder. They bring 
more, that’s all. It is vitally important 
however that there be constant vigilance 
concerning the tail heads on our cattle. 
They need to be kept straight and in line 
with a good straight back. But that is not 
all, they need to carry out. of the width of 
that back. There are entirely too many 
pinched in cattle being shown. That means 
entirely too many of that sort of females 
are being retained in the breeding herds; it 
means too that too often a bull deficient in 
this point is kept in use because he is good 
elsewhere. That don’t pay. Once establish- 
ed it is going to be difficult to overcome 
that narrowness behind. That’s important, 
very important. Unlike other breeds of beef 
cattle we lack that excessive growth of 
hair so often used to deceive the judge. 
Our short haired cattle must be good. 
Round barrels and flat sides are undesir- 
able in any beef breeding herd. Ability to 
put a deep covering of good solid meat over 
the entire length of the back and well down 
over the ribs, filling the heart to a line even 
with the shoulder points is a good charact- 
eristic. Still better when the quarter car- 
ries its width down close to the hock. High 
up excess bulging in the quarter is the 
wrong way to increase the pounds. 

True enough these things can not all be 
done at once. But, are we doing them fast 
enough, and regular enough to maintain 
our position ?

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Keep ’Em Coming 


By COLLIN KENNEDY 


The labor situation being as it is Aber- 
deen-Angus breeders can well appreciate 
their place in the food production picture 
which places a minimum de- 
mand on help during the 
crop season. Since spring 
cows and young stuff have 
been’ pretty much taking 
care of themselves. With 
little extra attention or 
feeding these good blacks 
have been turning grass 
into potential dividends. 
But we are now approach- 
ing the time of year that 
calls for closer personal at- 
tention in good feeding and 
management practices. 


Corn fields, meadows, and 
fall pasture growth offer 
considerable feed for the 
herd. But the mistake can 
be made of over-staying the 
grazing season. This can 
be especially true of the 
spring calf crop and the 
young stuff. Quality of 
fall grazing, particularly of 
straight grass, can _ be 
over estimated. For one 
thing it is considerably lower in protein 
than the lush spring growth. A series of 
western grazing tests with cows indicate 
that they may be expected to start losing 
weight after September 1st when getting 
grass exclusively. The decline is very 
gradual at first. By the time it is notice- 
able considerable weight and bloom may 
have been sacrificed. In the case of cattle 
intended for sale this is poor economy. 

This is the time of year when the spring 
calf crop is being taken from the cows. 
Possibly the calves have been getting extra 
feed right along so that they are practically 
weaning themselves. But in any event 
there should be no stinting of feed or care 
in keeping them growing and holding their 
baby fat. When with the mother they have 
been putting on weight at a rate of 1.75 to 
2 pounds per day and they should be kept 
developing at somewhere near this figure. 
Grain and protein feeding is indispensable

And at this time of the year, with com- 
mercial beef cattle prices quite satisfactory 
as at present, the close culling of cows past 
their usefulness, hard keepers, and other 
undesirable, is in order. Carrying them 
through merely increases winter work, uses 
feed that can be better used by superior 
animals, and detracts from the impression 
made by the herd on prospective buyers.

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OLICIES of the various departments 
have been changed to meet the situation. 
Programs have been readjusted and advan- 
tage has been taken of every opportunity to 
be of help in the solution of the problems 
incident to the national emergency. The 
urgency of this step is self-evident when we 
consider that the live stock and meat indus- 
try produces a food produce which is recog- 
‘nized as all-important in the military and 
civilian defense program and as indispens- 
able in victory meals. 


During the year, a comprehensive and 
far-reaching educational meat program for 
the United States Army was carried on un- 
der the supervision of the Office of the 
Quartermaster General at seventy-nine dif- 
ferent posts throughout the nine Corps areas. 
The activities in the Army ranged from giv- 
ing assistance on planning Army menus to 
the development and demonstration of 
methods of cutting, cooking, and carving 
meat best suited to Army requirements, and 
from training Army student cooks to con- 
ducting schools for Army meat instructors. 
The Army program involved the staging of 
872 meat lecture-demonstrations which were 
attended by some 46,000 Army personnel. 


The Board was represented at the Nation- 
al Nutrition Conference called by the Presi- 
dent at Washington, D. C., and had enlisted 
in the program dedicated to making the en- 
tire nation conscious of the importance of 
good diet. Members of the Board’s staff 
have, within the past twelve months, con- 
ducted nutrition programs in more than 300 
cities in every section of the United States. 
In these programs, homemakers, nutrition 
workers, home demonstration agents, dieti- 
tians and others were given intensive first- 
hand instruction on how to provide a diet 
adequate for health and vigor. 

Six major facts were emphasized in these 
programs as follows: (1) The use of thrifty 
cuts of meat and their contribution to the 
well-balanced diet; (2) the importance of 
meat in the diet for health defense; (3) the 
value of meat as a source of the vital B 
vitamins; (4) the conservation of essential 
food elements through proper handing and 
preparations; (5) the elimination of food 
waste in the home; and (6) the conservation 
of fats in the home. 

Every possible facility of the Board has 
been utilized in this national health defense 
effort. Through literature, through ex- 
hibits, through lectures and demonstr2- 
tions, through contests and through oth- 
er media, the story of proper nutri- 
tion and the story of meat in the ade- 
quate diet has been constantly emphasized. 
To fill the unprecedented demands for in- 
formation coming from nutrition workers in 
every state, seventy-two new pieces of meat 
literature were prepared and given distri- 
bution. The calls for assistance in carrying 
on the nutrition effort have reached record 
proportions. 

Developed for the purpose of stepping up 
the efficiency of the Board’s nutrition pro- 
gram, according to the Board’s general 
manager, is a brand new device known as 
the “nutrition yardstick.” This is a rapid 
calculator designed to enable dietitians and 
nutritionists to calculate the food value of 
any diet accurately and rapidly. Giving the 
food value of some 550 foods, this yardstick 
incorporates the recommended daily allow- 
ances for specific nutrients set up by the 
National Research Council, and by means 
of graphs shows how an adequate diet may 
be obtained. In addition to its value for pro- 
fessional persons, it may be used to practi- 
cal advantage by the housewife in checking 
her family’s meals. 

Although much has been learned about 
meat, the surface has probably only been

scratched in this important field. Much 
more must be learned about meat. More 
must be learned about lard. Research pro- 
jects approved by the National Research 
Council and supported by the Board are at 
present under way at seven educational in- 


stitutions. These are the universities of 
Arkansas, Chicago, Minnesota, Nebraska 
and Wisconsin, Cornell University, and 


Texas A. and M. College. 

The studies at these colleges and universi- 
ties, have been planned to provide authentic 
answers to various problems. Some of them 
involve vitamin research not only for the 
purpose of securing additional facts con- 
cerning the vitamin content of meat, but al- 
so to secure all possible information con- 
cerning vitamin losses in cooking meat. A 
study is under way to show the effects of 
varying quantities meat on the total life 
span and on diseases of old age. One re- 
search project is devoted to a study of the 
comparative effects upon the red cell and 
hemoglobin content of the blood of a diet 
with meat as compared to one without meat. 
Other studies are being continued to throw 
more light on the nutritive values of lard. 

In addition to this nutrition research, our 
studies extend to other fields. At one edu- 
cational institution we are carrying on a 
large quantity meat cookery study to throw 
light on group feeding problems. Still an- 
other involves a study of consumer meat 
preferences which will be of value in the 
preparation of educational material. 

In looking back over the year’s activities, 
it has been heartening to note the ever-in- 
creasing interest shown in this food product 
—meat—on the part of the medical, dental, 
dietetic and nursing professions. There was 
a time when these professional folk did not 
fully appreciate the nutritional importance 
of this food. There was a reason for this 
disinterested attitude, without doubt—the 
lack of definite information regarding the 
contribution of meat to the building of 
strong healthy bodies. Today, that situa- 
tion is changed. At every opportunity we 


are making available to them the informa- 
tion revealed by painstaking meat research, 
and they welcome the new facts. 


A few weeks ago the Biennial Nursing 
Convention met in Chicago with nurses 
present from every section of the nation, 
The Board was represented at that conven- 
tion with nutrition displays which told the 
story of the nutritive and health value of 
meat. Nineteen hundred of these nurses 
requested meat literature. Last week, simi- 
lar displays were set up at the annual con- 
vention of the American Medical Associa- 
tion at Atlantic City, New Jersey, attended 
by 13,000 men and women of the medical 
profession. Thousands of those attending 
who saw the displays registered for meat 
literature. I might relate similar stories 
relative to contacts we have made with the 
American Dietetic Association, the Ameri- 
can Public Health Association, national den- 
tal conventions, and state medical and den- 
tal conventions. 

The Board’s incoming mail and its con- 
tacts with groups from coast to coast fur- 
ish conclusive evidence of the fact that con- 


sumers everywhere want to keep up td — 


date on the facts revealed by meat research. 
Not alone are they interested in meat from 
the standpoint of its nutritive and health 
value. 


They are also vitally interested in | 


the buying of meat, in the utility of the var- | 


ious cuts, in meat cookery and in the foods 
to serve with meat. 


Whether their incomes | 


are large or small they are anxious to fit k 


meat into their food budget as often as pos 
sible. 


These conclusions are substantiated by 
surveys which have been made by various 
agencies.

One hundred Thousand Dollars.” The voice was that of Gay Quammen of the Aber- 
deen-Angus Journal who had taken the world’s record bid. This was the climax in 
the Virginia Breeders Sale at Ravenswood Pavilion, at Warrenton, on Tuesday, Octo- 
ber 13th, when the little bull was sold, the buyer to receive the equivalent of his bid 
in War Bonds. Mr. Mennen immediately turned the bull back for resale. This time 
he went to Mr. E. T. Chunning, of Washington, on the same terms, the bid being 
$35,000.00; again Ravenswood Pride Eric passed the auction block and Col. Roy John- 
ston, of Belton, Missouri, resold him to the American Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ 
Association for $25,000.00, the funds going to U. S. 0.; finally he sold for the fourth 
time for an even $1,000.00, the bid of Mr. W. G. Mennen, who took him to his Hide- 
away Farm at Chester, New Jersey. Thus closed an Historical Aberdeen-Angus 
chapter that will live down through time. Aberdeen-Angus are working for UNCLE 
SAM all over the country by improving the quality of the beef our boys in uniform 
will have to eat.

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On our way home from the Simon’s An- 
gus Farm sale, September 14th, Bill Barton 
and I stopped off at Topeka to attend the 
Kansas Free Fair, thinking that the breed- 
ing cattle classes had been held over until 
Tuesday on account of the Simon auction, 
however on arriving at the fair grounds we 
learned the classes had been shown as 
scheduled and the judging completed the 
same day as we had attended the sale. 

While we did not get to see the cattle in 
competition we did inspect them in their 
stalls and learned the results of the show 
by visiting with several of the owners, who 
claimed it the best show ever held by the 
breed at this exhibition grounds, with five 
leading show herds in competition including, 
El John Farms, Rose Hill, Iowa; I. E. Kemp, 
Marion, Iowa; J. B. Hollinger, Chapman, 
Kansas; Swartz & Eylar, Everest, Kansas; 
Smart Angus Farm, Greenwood, Missouri; 
and Dale Hammarlund, St. Marys, Kansas. 

Mr. Ray R. Thalman, Wood Lake, Neb- 
raska, judged the show and upset the apple 
cart in some classes that the boys had 
figured as sure things, but all were content- 
ed with the results of the day. The monies 
offered were not large and few made heavy 
profits on this show but Bill informed them 
the Association was placing more money up 
at the other fairs in that circuit and urged 
them all to continue showing on that circuit. 

No official catalog was available and we 
thank Frank Richards for his press report 
that makes it possible for us to give the 
placings in the various classes. 

In the aged bull class only one animal 
was shown, this was Revolution Supreme 
shown by Kemp. In the two year old class 
first went to Elba’s Revolution S. 3d shown 
by Swartz and second to Eri Bell Boy K. 
shown by Kemp. f 

The senior yearling class had five entries, 
first went to Envious Eileenmere 2d, shown 
by Brown; second to Hollinger on Revemere 
of Wheatland 38th; third to Swartz on 
Blackbird Prince of Everest; fourth to 
Swartz on Bar Quality Prince E.; and fifth 
to Kemp on Bandolier’s Elberon 7th. 

Junior yearling class, first to Brown on 
Envious Blackeap B. 15th; second to Hollin- 
ger on Revemere of Wheatland 39th; third 
to Kemp on Eri Boy K, 2d; fourth to Swartz 
on Blackeap’s Revemere and fifth to Smart 
on Evart S.

The championships were closely watched 
by those present for none of these bulls in 
the first three classes had met for competi- 
tion. Kemp’s aged bull had been grand 
champion at Milwaukee and Swartz had 
won at Lincoln. Mr. Thalman favored the 
Swartz entry and made him senior cham- 
pion bull and followed by hanging the grand 
champion purple ribbon on this good Swartz 
& Eylar bull. 

Junior champion bull was Envious Black- 

cap B. 15th shown by Elliott Brown, and 
this calf had won similar honors at Min- 
nesota. His runner-up was the Swartz sen- 
ior calf, Blackcap’s Prince 4th. 
. The heifer classes were more uniform 
than the bulls and the classes well filled in 
all the age groups, and the monies were 
well distributed among the herds. In the 
two year old class five were shown: 1, Kemp 
on Blackcap Lassie K.; 2, Kemp on Queen’s 
Viola K. 8th; 3, Smart on Keturah S. 5th; 
4, Swartz & Eylar on Black Girl S. 7th; 5, 
Smart on Evera 9th S.

Top Bull went to Hunta 
Hunta Hara Farm, St. Augustine, Florida, for $1,100.- 
00; Top Female went to the same buyer at $500.00.

Monday, September 14th, started out as a 
perfect day for a sale, and also a perfect 
day for the farmers trying to catch up on 
their fall work. The sky held a few fleecy 
clouds and the temperature was ideal, being 
warm enough to warrant removal of ties 
and coats at the start of the auction. 


The sale was scheduled for one o’clock, 
but so few persons were present around the 
barn that considerable time was spent in 
the opening talks, designed to give a few 
late arrivals a chance to get on the seats 
for the selling of the number one bull. Col. 
Roy G. Johnston called upon Mrs. John Si- 
mon to welcome the visitors and called on 
Bill Barton for the opening talk, which cer- 
tainly was the best I had ever heard him 
make and I am sure it added considerable 
to the event to follow. 


The reference sires were led into the ring 
and Bill told the story of the founding of 
this herd, which started by the efforts of 
the children in showing 4-H steers at the 
several major shows in this territory, and 
of their start in showing breeding cattle at 
the same shows during the past few sea- 
sons. 


I doubt if many herds of this size can 
boast of a better herd improvement plan 
for these folks have selected several top 
quality sires for their herd and these were 
the reference sires that were exhibited in 
the ring prior to the sale. Lot A bull was 
Revolution of Muskogee, a son of Revolu- 
tion 81st, by Blackcap Revolution, by Earl 
Marshall; his dam a Muskogee Blackbird 
cow out of a daughter of Plowman. Lot B 
bull was Eileenmere G. 10th a grandson of 
Hanes’ Eileenmere, and closely related to 
Hanes’ Eileenmere 2d, the $5,000.00 herd 
sire in service in the Timberline Stock Farm 
herd, Congerville, Illinois, his dam carrying 
a double strain from the Ames Plantation 


° Sp 
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herd, Grand Junction, Tennessee. 


Lot C bull was Erian B. 2d, a son of En- 
vious Blackcap B. 6th, by Envious Marshall 
3d, a grandson of Excelsior Marshall; his 
dam a granddaughter of Earl Marshall and 
her dam a granddaughter of Earl Marshall. 
Lot D. bull was Eileenmere 374th, by Ei- 
leenmere 85th, and his dam a granddaugh- 
ter of Glencarnock Revolution 6th. Lot E. 
bull was not shown in the ring but he is 
Revolution Pride B. 100th, a son of Revolu- 
tion Pass, by Revolution 100th, and his dam 
by Kass Marshall, a grandson of Earl Mar- 
shall. 

After a word of welcome by Mrs. Simon 
followed by Bill’s story of the breeding of 
the herd sires and the record made by this 
herd at the recent fairs, Roy Johnston call- 
ed for the number one bull of the auction 
and the event was underway. 

The first bull to sell was Muskogee 460th, 
a son of Muskogee Marshall, by Prince Mar- 
shall, by Earl Marshall; his dam a Glyn 
Mawr Elba out of Bell Boy M. K. This bull 
had been my choice of the many good bulls 
I had inspected for the first fall auctions 
in this territory. He had a wonderful pedi- 
gree, was a very thick bull and had been 
shown successfully last season, brought 
home and mated to quite a number of the 
Simon females and then again shown suc- 
cessfully at the first shows this fall. 

Everyone present was interested in own- 
ing this good bull and everyone present 
stuck in a bid or two in the lower brackets 
and in no time at all the price hung on the 
four figure peg. There was a slight lull 
to allow the bidders a chance for a last 
minute decision and then the price crawled 
up to the eleven hundred dollar mark and 
the bull became the property of Hunta 
Hunta Hara Farm, St. Augustine, Florida. 


Hunta Hunta Hara is owned by Mr. 
Fred Francis, who attended this sale 
in person, accompanied by his farm 
manager. Mr. Francis is the man 
who founded Life Magazine and sold 
it a year or two ago and is now found- 
ing a high class Aberdeen-Angus 
breeding herd at St. Augustine. He 
had arrived Sunday prior to the sale, 
inspected the herd and found several 
individuals that he wanted to take 
home, buying the second top bull, 
Revolution Return of Maize, a son of 
Revolution of Muskogee for five hun-

dred dollars, and also a good son of Erian B 
2d for three hundred. To this battery of py, 
was added twelve females, eight of thess 
were single lots that all sold for three hun- 
dred or over and four were purchased in 
group at two-sixty a round. In the single lots 
was the top female of the auction, Blackbird 
R. of Maize, a daughter of Revolution of 
Muskogee, she was second at Fort Worth anj 
third at Denver in 1941. At the time the 
catalog was printed the owners had thought 
to breed this heifer before sale date to fi. 
leenmere G. 10th, however on second 
thought they decided to sell her open with 
the breeding privilege, thinking that who 
ever bought her might want her bred ty 
one of the other bulls. Mr. Francis pyr. 
chased her for five hundred and there is no 
doubt as to which bull she will be mated, 
This group and one female selling to L, 
R. Kershaw, Muskogee, Oklahoma, were the 
only cattle to sell outside of the state of 
Kansas. All the others stayed in the home 
state with Ora Crouch, of Leota, and Don- 
ald Muir, of Anthony, Kansas, tying for 
numbers purchased. Each bought thirteen 
head. Mr. Crouch selected one bull and 
twelve females at an average price of two 
hundred and eighty-eight dollars and Mr. 
Muir selected thirteen females at an aver- 
age of two hundred and forty-three dollars. 
Other buyers who selected several head 
were H. L. Shepler, Piedmont, with eight 
head; V. D. Elliott, Anthony, with five; and 
Dodson Brothers, Wichita, with four head. 
The nine bulls sold first, followed by the 
cows with calves. This part of the auction 
had just been completed and the bred heif- 


ers were ready to be sold when the first — 


sprinkle of rain hit the tent. It rained 
harder and harder until it was impossible 
to hear the auctioneer, then the wind start- 
ed lifting the tent poles around the edge of 
the tent and we all grabbed hold and tried 
to hold the tent down, the wind shifted from 
the south to the northwest and the tent 
started down when Roy cried out, “Better 


run for it!” which we did, everyone getting — 
soaked to the skin, excepting a few whore © 
mained inside the tent, with Bill and Roy. | 
The rest of us had been holding to the side | 


walls facing the wall of the tent and when 
Roy shouted we burst out into the storm 
like a covey of quail, shooting out in all d- 
rections into the rain that was travelling 


about a bucket a minute in a horizontal — 


plane. 


Everyone was good natured about the | 


event and only a very few left the farm. The 


rain was over in a half hour and the tent ~ 


again straightened up and the sale col 


tinued with no indication in the price that — 


any interruption had occurred. It was 4

Prof. Trowbridge, better known to his 
many friends as “Eddie”, had the honor of 
being a member of the Good Will Tour to 
South America and the distinction of also 
being the judge of two beef breeds at the 
Palermo Show, judging both Aberdeen-An- 
gus and Shorthorn cattle, and had returned 
to his home in Columbia just a few days be- 
fore the Epple sale, an event he had prom- 
ised earlier to attend. 

It was a fascinating story and one that 
we were enjoying immensely when a phone 
call from Mrs. Trowbridge informed the 
Professor that company had arrived at his 
house and he had to break away from our 
party. However, before he left he promised 
me that we would soon receive in this office 
a story of his trip, his visit to the Palermo 
Show and his visit to several haciendas in 
the Argentine, where most pure bred herds 
of registered cattle number several hundred 
head, where they have large herds of Pura 
Cruza cattle, “pure by cross breeding with 
pure bred sires” and I am sure that this 
story will find many eager readers, for 
what little time was devoted to the story 
before Eddie went home, left us most anx- 
ious to learn more of this trip. 
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Monday morning at the sale pavilion we 
met a young doctor from the Argentine, 
who has been in this country the past six 
months and expects soon to return to his 
home in Buenos Aires. He was none other 
than Mauricio B. Helman, V. M. D., with 
the Department of Agriculture in his coun- 
try. Doctor Helman has been studying our 
methods of raising live stock, carries his 
camera with him constantly and told me he 
had taken several hundred pictures while 
on his tour; that he had many more at his 
home of the cattle industry in the Argentine 
and that after he arrived back home he, 
too, would send a story of his trip to the 
United States, comparing our cattle indus- 
try with that of his native country. I know 
that all our readers will look forward to 
these articles by Dr. Helman and Prof. 
Trowbridge. 

At the start of the sale Col. Art Thomp- 
son called upon Mr. John Epple for the 
opening talk, then introduced Dr. Helman, 
who spoke a few words and also called Prof. 
Trowbridge to give a short resume of his 
trip. The sale was soon underway and in 
short order the entire offering was in the 
bank. Highlights of the sale were the pur- 
chase of the top selling individuals of the 
offering. 

Top bull was purchased by C. A. Bond, 
Belt, Montana, and the two top females 
were purchased by Dr. George Laughlin, 
Kirksville, Missouri. These top animals are 
shown on this page. Most of the cattle 
stayed right in Missouri with the exception 
of a few sold to Illinois and the top bull to 
Montana.

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The second sale of the Missouri series was 
the first annual sale held by the North 
Central Breeders in the auction barn at 
Chillicothe, Missouri, on Tuesday, Septem- 
ber 22d, and an interesting story is behind 
this auction. 

Early last spring Bill Barton and I 
stopped at Chillicothe to help organize a 
new breeders association. A goodly group 
was present at this meeting and after a 
fine dinner the group retired to a small din- 
ning room and proceeded to draw up a con- 
stitution and by-laws, beginning by choos- 
ing the name of the North Central Missouri 
Aberdeen-Angus’ Breeders’ Association; 
elected their officers and before leaving the 
meeting those present pledged enough cat- 
tle to make this fall sale possible. 

Since that date several inspection tours 
had been made and the cattle sifted care- 
fully to make this first offering the very 
best. That their efforts were rewarded is 
plainly seen by the large crowd that attend- 
ed this first sale, the price average was not 
as high as that made by better known 
groups this fall, but the top cattle sold very 
well, with no high prices paid, the top bull 
was Shadyland Conqueror 643606, consigned 
by L. C. Thornton, Norborne, and sold to G. 
W. Linton. Chula, Missouri, for three hun- 
dred and thirty-five dollars. The top fe- 
male was Melline 2d of Lewands, consigned 
by Lewis Anderson, Chillicothe, and sold to 
the Ralph Smith Farms of the same town 
for three hundred and ten dollars. The oth- 
er top cattle sold in the two-fifty to three 
hundred bracket and everyone was satisfied 
with the prices obtained and the buyers 
were surely well pleased for I am positive 
that had these same animals sold in other 
auctions in other localities that they would 
have brought a third more money, and 
might have sold for even more than that.

mother. A warm water suds containing a 
tablespoon of salt to the quart was careful- 
ly applied and all accumulations removed 
and with it the entire coterie of maggots. 
Watch the baby calves closely and keep 
them absolutely clean. It may require a 
few minutes or perhaps a few hours time, 
depending on the accessibility to the build- 


can more readily be applied. It is a shame 
to permit an ugly fly to destroy a season’s 


labor and expense. Save those calves. 


By all means watch the navals, keep them 
clean and well disinfected until perfectly 
healed. Give every calf his chance to help

In a recer’ the firm of Hammond Bro- 
reeders of Aberdeen-Angus cattle

: . Here again Otto V. Ba es’ 
— herd at Yakima, Washington, was 
nsible for the first cross made with 
Therdeen-ANgus bulls. The result proved 
so satisfactory from every view point that 
Hammond Brothers continued the use of 

Aberdeen-Angus bulls, until now their herd 
is one of the high quality black grade herds 
in the west. Mr, Hammond discredits the 
old bugaboo that Aberdeen-Angus cattle 
can not make good on the range when he 
states “we found the Aberdeen-Angus to be 
far hardier, to take to the range better, and 
to get along during the winter on the range 
without hay much better than any red 
cattle we have ever had.” This is a repeti- 
tion of the story told by the Guttridge Bro- 
thers, of Prairie City, Oregon, where they 
have developed a fine grade herd of some- 
thing like 1500 head, and in addition now 
own one of the top pure bred breeding herds 
in the Rockies. Hundreds of others might 
be cited who have founded their commercial 
breeding herds through the use of Rose- 
mere bulls as the first influencing factor. 
The Journal is happy to present Mr. Ham- 
mond’s letter: ~ 

“l am afraid I haven’t the ability to 
properly put on paper the many good points 
we have found Aberdeen-Angus to have. 
We had run Shorthorn and Hereford cattle 
for some forty or more years prior to 1929, 
during that year we decided we would 
change from Shorthorn sires to some quick- 
er developing breed. 

“My good friend M. E, Louthan local 
butcher talked me into buying Aberdeen- 
Angus bulls. It was he who urged me to 
write to Otto V. Battles regarding a carload 
of bulls. 

“Mr. Battles answered he had 20 long 
yearlings which he was pricing at $200.00 
per head. When I went to the President 
of the company financing our operation he 
said I could buy Hereford or Shorthorn 
bulls closer to home for half the money but 
after some discussion he consented to ad- 
vance me the $4000.00. 

“I wired Mr, Battles I would come at 
once to Yakima. When I arrived another 
party was waiting to take the bulls if I 
didn’t. After I bought them he offered me 
— profit if I would let him have 

em.

“Since that time we have had bulls from 
Mr. Alexander, of Klamath Falls, a couple 
of times. Also twice from Fred Bush of 
Cedarville. A couple of outstanding indivi- 
duals from Mr, Battles. Two truck loads 
from Modesto and Bakersfield and a few 
from other places, 

We now have about 800 grade Aberdeen- 
( Some of them 
have white faces owing to their Hereford 
ancestors but we only keep the better heif- 
nd ag in time hope to have them all solid 
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“We have found the Aberdeen-Angus to 
be far hardier, to take to the range better, 
and to get along during the winter on the 
range without hay much better than any 
red cattle we have ever had. Our cattle 
always are in better condition than any of 
our neighbors red cattle are under like con- 
ditions. 

“We sell our yearlings and big calves 
each fall for feeders. More and more buy- 
ers are expressing a preference for Aber- 
deeen-Angus for this purpose and many of 
them are willing to pay 50c per hundred 
more for Aberdeen-Angus and I feel it is 
possible to realize $1.00 per hundred from 
some feeders who appreciate Aberdeen- 
Angus.” 

Our Aberdeen-Angus weaners average at 
least 75 pounds more than Herefords raised 
under the same conditions and the same age. 

Some people knock Aberdeen-Angus by 
saying that they are cold breeders and do 
not produce calves regularly. This I have 
found to be entirely false. Our cows pro- 
duce a calf each year although they run on 
the open range almost the year round. 

Others say they are wild and hard to han- 
dle this also is untrue. They are of a gentle 
kind disposition and if handled kindly are 
very easy to handle. 

Aberdeen-Angus cattle have reduced our 
hay for winter feeding almost half. They 
forage for themselves so much more that 
they keep in fine shape on almost half the 
hay our Shorthorns and Herefords did. One 
of the greatest mysteries of my life is “Why 
do not more progressive cattlemen turn to 
Aberdeen-Angus.” 

I hope you may find some little bit of 
interest in my ramblings and that you are 
able to sell the advantages of Aberdeen-An- 
gus to more and more cattlemen. After all, 
it costs the same to raise a good beef or an 
inferior one and the profit is far greater 
when a good one is produced. Aberdeen- 
Angus are tops and will make more money 
for anyone who gives them a chance.

GOOD RATIONS INCREASE PRO- 
DUCTION SPEED & EFFICIENCY. 


Just as “war time” was instituted nation- 
ally so that factories, transportation agen- 
cies and other industries might increase 
their war output, feeding authorities are 
calling upon live stock producers to adopt 
a “war time” of their own to increase the 
speed of production of milk and meat and 
other live stock products needed in winning 
the war. 

“War Time” for the live stock producer, 
they explain, is more than merely a matter 
of setting up the clock. To speed up pro- 


duction of live stock to the extent demanded 


by the war effort requires maximum use of 
proved methods of better live stock man- 
agement, sanitation, feeding and handling 
which can result in more rapid, as well as 
more efficient, production. 

Speeding up live stock production. re- 
quires, especially, more efficient feeding 
methods. These methods and well-balanced 
rations make more pounds of meat, milk and 
other products daily, and shorten the time 
required in reaching markets. They save 
both time and labor for the live stock pro- 
ducer, especially important now when farm- 
ers and ranchmen face a scarcity of both 
labor and time. 

“Plenty of protein” is being stressed in 
these methods because of the realization 
that average rations fed have been well-be- 
low minimum protein standards, while feed- 
ing of more than the minimum standards 
often is advantageous both from the stand- 
point of efficiency and economy. With good 
supplies of cottonseed meal and peanut meal 
and other highly-concentrated protein feeds 
available this season, the feeding of more 
protein in rations is an important and ef- 
fective way to increase the rapidity and 
volume of production of “Food for Victory”. 

Futhermore, relative supplies of protein 
concentrates and grains for 1942-43 are 
causing agricultural and live stock leaders 
to advocate the use of more than minimum 
protein requirements in order to save grain, 
as well as time. They point out that pro- 
tein has an important replacement value for 
grain so that available supplies of such pro- 
tein concentrates as cottonseed meal and 
peanut meal should be used for this purpose. 

By combining rations containing plenty 
of protein and other nutrients with such 
time-saving methods as creep-feeding, self- 
feeding, full feeding and others, live stock 
producers can develop a “war time” sched- 
ule of their own. This schedule will do 
much to solve serious problems of labor sup- 
plies, transportation and marketing; it will 
help to assure the fighting forces of the 
United States of adequate supplies, in plen- 
ty of time.

of Black Woodlawn. Bell’s Eclipser was 
- used as chief stock bull at Woodlawn fol- 
lowing his sire. He proved to be a very 
- yaluable sire not only because of the gener- 
| al high excellence of his offspring but more 
particularly from the standpoint that he 
sired one of the greatest of all Aberdeen- 
Angus sires, Black Woodlawn, champion of 
the International of 1902. He accomplished 
this through being mated with the great 
Blackbird of Corskie cow, Blackbird 13th. 


I am going to let that renowned student 
of everything pertaining to live stock breed- 
ing, and famous author, Mr. Alvin H. San- 
ders, give his version of Black Woodlawn 
by quoting from one of his books: 

“The blood of Black Woodlawn has prob- 
ably been intensified in more herds and ani- 
mals than that of any other one bull in the 
history of Aberdeen-Angus cattle breeding 
in America. He seems to have founded a 
family of his own, far-reaching in its bene- 
ficial results. As one result of the wide use 
of his blood may be mentioned the fact that 
the following bulls carrying his blood have 
either been International Exposition cham- 
Dions or prominent in the production of 
them, or both: Oakville Quiet Lad 109220, 
Erwin C. 136625, Egerton W. 125979, Gold- 
en Gleam 93256, Glenfoil Thickset 2d 88142. 
Belfast 148891, Playman of Sunbeam 338- 
509, Eston of Elm Hill 254249, Prizemere 
9th 292556 and Blackmere 16th 345209. 
Some of these are still doing service but 
the older ones have passed on leaving de- 
scendants which are upholding the banner of 
the Black Woodlawns, and there are still 
show and breeding bulls worthy of a place 
in this list. Female descendants of Black 
Woodlawn gaining International champion- 
ships have been as follows: Glenfoil Rose 
63489, Glenfoil Queen 2d 63486, Queen of 
Rosemere 5th 217747, Barbara of Rosemere 
33d 333887, Queen’s Viola K. 226201, Black- 
ae Bertie 337990, Ames Plantation Kedia 
353058, Barbara of Rosemere 40th 369138, 
and Pride of Rosemere 67th 379980.” 

Thus wrote Mr. Sanders in 1928, if he 
were writing the same account today, he 


could add many more illustrious names to 
that list. 
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No doubt but that the Pierces have re- 
gretted many times the sale of Black Wood- 
lawn before they knew what a phenominal 
sire he was destined to be. It was fortunate 


for the breed that, if he was not to stay in 
the herd of his birth that he went to a good 
home, the herd of P. J. Donahoe where he 
was given an opportunity to demonstrate 
his great powers as a sire, otherwise his un-

paralleled influence on the breed might have 
been lost. 

The purchase, at auction at Chicago in 
1902 of imported Prince Ito 50006, at record 
price of $9,100.00 brought the Pierces and 
the Aberdeen-Angus breed into spectacular 
limelight. This was, indeed, an occasion for 
rejoicing for every Aberdeen-Angus admir- 
er. The Pierces had acquired the only High- 
land Society champion that had ever been 
brought to America and the Aberdeen-An- 
gus breed had been brought to the attention 
of the American public as never before. But 
the best thing of all was that Prince Ito 
justified the high price that had been paid 
for him by his prowess aS a sire. One of 
his early sons, Prince Ito 2d, was grand 
champion at the St. Louis World’s Fair in 
1904 and was also grand champion at the 
International the following year. 

Other well-known sons of Prince Ito were 
Prince Albert Ito 84486, Barbara’s Ito 2d 
83835, Woodlawn Black Ito 90348, and Un- 
dulato Ito 2d 83834, this bull was the grand- 
sire of Epistos 201189, the junior and grand 
oe bull at the 1916 International 
show.

Stanley R. Pierce who is probably known 
to practically every Aberdeen-Angus breed- 
er of today, has had more to do in molding 
the influence of the Woodlawn herd than 
any other member of the family, notwith- 
standing the early achievements of his 
father the founder and the present active 
and capable operators Young Tim and 
Lewis Pierce, sons of Stanley.
